The railroads win again. The consti- 
tutionality of the Atkinson railroad tax- 
ation law, enacted at the present ses- 
sion of ‘the state legislature, was 
squarely passed upon by the supreme 
court this afternoon in the cases insti- 
tuted by Gov. Pingree and the Tecum- 
seh Telephone Co. against the auditor- 
general for the purpose of obtaining 
a judicial construction upon a similar 
law which provides for the taxation of 
telephone and telegraph property. The 
result is that the law fails, the gov- 
ernor wins a case which he preferred to 
lose, and the Atkinson law must be re- 
placed upon the statute books by one 
providing for taxation*of railroad prop- 
erty on the basis of the company’s earn- 
ings. The governor’s fight for nearly 
three years has come to naught. The 
opinion in the case was written: by Jus- 
tice Hooker and signed by all the other 
justices. In addition Justice Montgom- 
ery wrote a concurring opinion which 
all the other justices, save Judge 
Hooker, signed. In -brief, the court 
holds that the telephone and telegraph 
taxation law, which is very similar in 
its operation to the Atkinson railroad 
taxation laiw, provides for a tax on 
property based on its value, and is not 
a specific tax. As it is not a specific 
tax, and does not provide a uniform 
rule for taxation as required by the con- 
stitution for all property not paying a 
specific tax, it is vod and unconstitu- 
tional. tae eae 

THat the opinion of the court is in- 
tended to dispose of the Atkinson rail- 
road taxation law is evident from the 


opinion, of Justice Montgomery, whoin 


discussing the question of the uniform- 
ity of the tax, says that under the law 
the tax levied is the average rate of 


taxes levied by the state, counties and 


municipalities throughout the state; 


_ that a telephone company in Tecumseh, 


where the local taxation added to the 
state tax may not exceed 1 1-2 per cent, 
may, under this law, be required to pay 
21-2 per cent, and that ‘under the At- 
kinson bill a railroad in the northern 
peninsula is required to pay the same 
rates as one having a terminus in De- 
troit, and extending through territory 
in which local improvements are ex- 
pensive and schools are maintained 
at great cost.” 

"This is the only direct reference to the 
Altkin'son law, but in the opinion of the 
attorney-general the court has met the 
issue squarely, and the advocates of the 
Atkinson bill must give up the fight. 

So far as the telephone and telegraph 
companies are concerned, it is the opin- 
ïon of the attorney-general that they 
should now be assessed locally under 
the general tax lalw. .

OPERATOR SAID THINGS THAT GOT 
HIM IN TROUBLE, 


Peter W. Shute, by Lee N. Brown and 
M. J: Lehman, his attorneys, has filed 
his declaration in the $10,000 suit against 
the New State Telephone Co., Isaac Per- 
rine and Martin Cremer, of Ypsilanti. 
= He sets forth that Isaac Perrine, who 
was in the employ of the company, said 
the following: “I (meaning defendant, 
Perrine) heard him (meaning Shute) say 
over the ’phonée (meaning the line of de- 
fendant corporation) that either two 
drays or vans would come from) Detroit 
to get furniture from the Waldorf 
(meaning the hotel of plaintiff and his 
wife) and everything was to be loaded 
at 11 or 12 o’clock that night.” He also 
alleges thait Martin Cremer, the local 
manager, told the same story. 

This story got Mr. Shute into some 
difficulty with N. B. Trim, who had a 
chattel mortgage on the goods. 

Mr. Shute claims that all messages 
over the telephone wires and heard by 
the operators are at all times to be con- 
sidered and regarded as confidentiai and 
secret and of no concern: of the public, 
and should be held inviolate. 

The question involved promises to be 
quite an important one, and the triai 
of the cause will be watched with in- 
terest. 


NATIONAL GUARD SHOULD 
REMAIN IN MICHIGAN, 


Gen. F. B. Lyon, formerly brigadier 
general of the Michigan National 
Guard, says the National Guard is at 
resent waiting, being imperfectly ~or- 
ganized on account of the enlistment 
of all the old ‘companies in the volun- 
teer service. A bill is before the legis- 
lature to remodel the military system 
of the state. Copies have been, distri- 
buted for the judgment upon it of 
military men, with a view to its better 
perfection. 

Gen. Lyon believes that the National 
Guard of the state should be kept. fully 
organized, and in condition for service 
in home affairs. That is the theory up- 
on which the miltary force of the state 


is organized, and in the event of war 


practice should conform to the theory, 
The government is entitled to its quota 
of troops, but they should be volun- 
teers. Officers and men, to any reason- 
able extent sufficient at any rate, could 
come out of the National Guard. They 
would be released as individual volun- 
teers, but the National Guard as a body 
ought to be kept in the state. Gen, 
Lyon says Massachusetts refused to let 
her National Guard go into the Span- 
ish war. That state sent all the volun- 
teers asked of her. The officers of these 
volunteer regiments ‘were almost en- 
tirely from the National Guard.

The railroads win again. The consti- 
tutionality of the Atkinson railroad tax- 
ation law, enacted at the present ses- 
sion of ‘the state legislature, was 
squarely passed upon by the supreme 
court this afternoon in the cases insti- 
tuted by Gov. Plingree and the Tecum- 
seh Telephone Co. against the auditor- 
general for the purpose of obtaining 
a judicial construction upon a similar 
law which provides.for the taxation of 
telephione anid telegraph property. The 
result ïs that the law fails, the gov- 
ernor wins a case which he preferred to 
lose, and the Atkinson lalw must be re- 
placed upon the statute books by one 
providing for taxation of railroad prop- 
erty on the basis of the company’s earn- 
ings. The governor’s fight for nearly 
‘three years has come to naught. The 
opinion in the case was written: by Jus- 
tice Hooker and signed by all the other 
justices. In addition Justice Montgom- 
ery wrote a concurring opinion which 


all the other justices, save Judge 
Hooker, signed. In brief, the court 


holds that the telephone and telegraph 
taxation law, which is very similar in 
its operation to the Atkinson railroad 
taxation laiw, provides for a tax. on 
property biased on its value, and is not 

a specific tax. As it is not a specific 

tax, and does not provide a uniform 
rule for taxation as required by the con- 
stitution for all property not paying a 
specific tax, it is void and unconstitu- 

tional. So, 

That the opinion of the court is in- 
tended to dispose of the Atkinson rail- 
road taxation law is evident from the 
opinion of Justice Montgomery, whoin 
discussing the question of the uniform- 
ity of the tax, says that under the law 
the tax levied is the average rate of 

taxes levied by the state, counties and 

municipalities throughout “the state; 
_ that a telephone company in Tecumseh, 
where the local taxation added to the 
state tax may not exceed 1 1-2 per cent, 
may, under this law, be required to pay 
2 1-2 per cent, and that ‘under the At- 
kinson bill a railroad in the northern 
peninsula ‘is required to pay the same 
rates as one having a terminus in De- 
troit, and extending through territory 
in which local improvements are ex- 
pensive and schools) are maintained 
at great cost.” 

This is the only direct reference to the 
Atkinson law, but in the opinion of the 
attorney-general the court has met the 
issue squarely, and the advocates of the 
Atkinson bill must give up the fight. 

So far as the telephone anid telegraph 
comipanies are concerned, it is the opin- 
ion of the attorney-general that they 
should now be assessed locally under 
the general tax lalw. .

Gen. F. B. Lyon, formerly brigadier 
general of the Michigan National 
Guard, says the National Guard is at

ganized on account of the enlistment 
of all the old companies in the volun- 
teer service. A bill is before the legis- 
lature to remodel the military system 
of the state. . Copies have been, distri- 
buted for the judgment upon it of 
military men, with a view to its better 
perfection.

Guard of the state should be kept, fully 
organized, and in condition for service 
in home affairs. That is the theory up-

DRINKING FOUNTAIN AT THE CORNER 
OF MAIN AND HURON STREET. 


The board of public works held a 
meeting last evening and some quite im- 
portant business was transacted. 

In order not to make it obligatory 
on persons to carry along a parachute 
to drop off from the east sidewalk on 
Main st., between Washington! and 
Liberty st., to the pavement below, the 
owners’ are to be instructed to fix up 
a half way station such as is now on 
exhibition in front of the Kearney prop- 
erty (occupied by Mr. Goetz). The en- 
gineer’s estimate is that thiis will cost 
75 cents per lineal foot. 

Mr. Becks was given permission to 
emigrant a barn across Hiscock st. 

Then came up the W. C. T. U. scheme 
of getting the public drinking fountain, 
which was ordered last fall and. which 
has been packed away in the engine 
house ever since, to be plaiced in position 
to alleviate the thirst of pedestrians. 
There seemed to be a difference of opin- 
ion as to which is the best place—at the 
corner of Brown’s drug store or at the 
corner of the court house square. At 
some point on the ‘corner of Main and 
Washington sts. it is thought best to 
plant it. Finally it was decided that a 
committee, consisting of Miss Bower, 
Dr. Hale and G. Fred Schleicher should 
have the responsibility of the decision 


of its location, and the water company 
is asked to put it up andi connect with 
its system: imimediately. 

Property owners on the south side of 
W Washington st., between the west 
line of thè Blake property and the east 
line of the Dr. Herdman property, have 
got to mend their ways. The board has 
ordered them to relay their sidewalks. 

A member of the board wanted to 
know why there were not more sewer 
connections being made in districts No. 
1.and 2, and was ordered by the board 
some time ago. The city engineer ex- 
plained that he had made out the no~ 
tices but in some way Mr. Mills had 
neglected to serve them and they were 
found pigeon-holed. The matter was re- 
ferred to the city clerk and city en- 
gineer. 

City Clerk Harkins was instructed to 
advertise for bids (to be opened May 
10) for the $10,000 worth of storm sewers 
along Liberty, State, N. University ave., 
Madison and Hill sts. 

The city clerk was then instructed to 
notify the marshal to ask the merchants 
ta deposit all waste material, such as 
papers, etc., in receptacles which will 
be furnished by the city, so that the 
same may be carted aiway. 

The board then adjourned.

CORRESPONDENT WAGNER, | 


Camp Desolation, Danfuskie Island, 
S. C., 18 miles from Savannah,, 
April 21, 1899: 

Company A allways welcomes new ex- 
perientces, an'd the latest have been by 
no means the least in its history. Dur- 
ing the last fortnight we have broken 
up one camp, 
rail and boat, on land and sea, and es- 
tablished a new one. The trip has been 
without accident, while there have been 
incidents and experiences enough to 
furnish food for fireside yarns for year's 
to come. 

The company is now encamped on 
Dunfaskie island, South Carolina, op- 
posite Tybee islanid, at the mouth of 
the Savannah river. It is more desolate 
than Crusoe’s, and the boys are held 
in even closer exile than that worthy 
adventurer, for they are not even per- 
mitted to exiplore their island. A com- 
pany of regulars guard the camp anid 
marke the ‘‘dead line” ‘beyond which no 
one ils allowed to pa'ss. 

Rations are decildly scarce. If it were 
not for the money Mrs. Granger has re- 
cently sent us, with which we buy bread 
and ‘canned goods at trust prices from 
a shanty fakir, we would all starve.

Of course we all know that the 31st 
will soon be miu'stered out, but no one 
ean tell just when.

About 80 of 
the boys, including the Ann ‘Arbor boy's 
in other companies, have signified their 
willingness to return home in a body, 
There is also a possibility that she regi- 
mental band can ibe induced to go with 
Company A, providing instruments can 
be obtained for them. The present out- 
fit must be turned in to Unicle Sam.

The hard tack swelled, 
proke open the -boxes, and, acting—so 
the story will be told in future years— 


| like oil upon troubled waters, calmed 


the waves until the deck. hands and 
boys of the regiment had fished up the 
field desk and a few mess chests and 
other articles. The boys worked brave- 
ly to save. what they did. All of our 
company papers and record's were in the 
river. T'he backs are soaked off the 
books, and we shall be compelled to 
turn in to Uncle Sam a sorry looking 
outfit. Fortunately the muster-out 
rolls, which are all-important, can be 
made up from the books as they are. 
Our cooking outfit has not been seen or 
heard of since that fatal night. Neither 
have the cans upon cans of “red horse,” 
but nobody mourns the loss of tnat 
stuff. 

To go back to Plaicetas for a few 
words, Captain Granger turned in all 
of his government property to Lieut. 
Paine, of the Second-U. S. cavalry. 
had practically comipleted the repairing: 
of the barracks, and the cavalry moved 
into the ‘building prepared for them. 
in repairing these barracks the captain 
had a big job on his hands. The fact 
that the thoroughness and character of 
his work has been. highly commended 
by his superior officers—Col. Gardner 
and Major MiNer, chief quartermaster 
of the Department of Santa Clara—is a 
high tribute to his executive and busi- 
ness ability. The work really belonged 
to the engineering department, and the 
captain was by no meanas obliged to 
undertake it. 

To make out your own plans and spec- 
ifications for the repair of a lot of de- 
serted barracks, to expend nearly a 
thousand dollars in gold, to change the 
money into Spanish and pay off from 
twenty to forty Cuban's every day, to 
get work out of a notoriously indolent 
and ignorant class of laborers; to buy 


tools, roofing, briek, tile and materials 


from m@érchiants who cannot speak your 
language, and are eternally trying to 
“fleece” you; in fact, to transact the 
business of a regular military post— 
these are a few of the problems which 
were met and -overcome by Captain 
Granger, all in the short period of five 
weeks. In return for his labor he has 
the satisfaction of knowing that he is 
one of the few volunteer officers who 
have left lasting monuments of their 
sojourn in Cuba behind them, and that 
he is the only officer in the regiment to 
practically complete the task assigned 
him, Upon reaching Cienfuegos, Cap- 
tain Granger handed in a voluminous 
report of his work to the chief quarter- 
miaster, who, upon looking it over, im- 
mediately accepted it, with the cern- 
ment that it was the first correct re- 
port he had received from a volunteer 
officer on special assignment. 

Of course we all know that the 31st 
will soon be mu'stered out, but no one 
ean tell just when. It is ‘comparatively 
easy to muster in a regiment, but the 
muster out is a long and difficult task. 
‘A comiplete history of each man must 
be written up. He must be given a 
thorough physical examination, and a 
settlement of his clothing, ordnance and 
pay alccount effected. Then the com- 
panies must make a settlement with 
the regimental quartermaster and com- 
missary officers, who in turn,must make 
a satisfactory accounting of the regi- 
ment’s property to the muster-out of- 
ficers. All of this requires time, and 
those who have had experience in such 
work say that it will require’ three 
weeks to muster out the 31st after we 
reach a permanent camp. It -wili 
therefore, be the miid'dle of May before 
Company A returns to Ann Arbor. 

We all appreciate the efforts that are 
being put forth to give u's a rousing re- 
ception when we return. Ajbout 80 of 
the boys, including the Ann ‘Arbor boy's 
in other companies, have signified their 
willingness to returm home in a body, 
There is also a possibility that she regi- 
mental band can be induced to go with 
Company A, providing instruments can 
be obtained for them. ‘The present out- 
fit must be turned in to Unicle Sam. 

The present membership of the con- 
pany is 90, including the. officers, to 
which might appropriately be added 
hospital stewards Orrin H. Freeland 
and Wallace G. Palmer, both Ann Ar- 
bor men wiho have at different period's 
been attached to the company, and who 
have always taken a great deal of pains 
to see that our sick had the best possible 
care. 

We expect to leave the island Monday 
or Tuesday for Savannah, and twill be 
mustered out either in that city or Au- 
gusta, Ga.

We have moved a ‘couple of times, as 
usual, but have finally located. The en- 
gineers of the 3lst are the only ones 
on the island. While they were loading 
some of the stuff from the boats onto 
the lighter, the lighter began, to sink. 
We had a big time for awhile. It was 
raining hard and most of the boys got 
soaked.

Dear Sir—I am: very much gratified to 
see that the spirit of improvement 
seem's to have come upon Ypsilanti and 
that several needed reforms and im- 
provements are to be made in the city 
in the near future.

The expense would not necessarily be 
great and in any case would be a, prof- 
italbel investment. The high school is 
on the electric line, as is the Normal. 
The latter is surrounded by carefully 
kept grounds. Why should not the 
former be also? A comparatively small 
sum spent in this way ‘would work a 
wonderful change in the appearance of 
that portion of the city, and especially 
with the ‘corner of (Washington and 
Cross sts., already adorned on the sides 
with handsome buildings. For the ben- 
efit of the school children, if for no other 
reason, it would -be 'worth our while to 
surround the school building with pleas- 
ant grounds. ‘The children spend con- 
siderable time each day on or in sight 
of the school grounds., If we can sur- 
round them with flowers and shrubs and 
green grass, we will be affording them 
a means of cultivating their powers of 
observation superior to schools or 
teachers.

We will remain here until Monday or 
Tuesday, and then proceed to Savan- 
nah, but whether we get mustered out 
here or in Augusta we can’t tell. 

There are seven regiments in Savan- 
nah waiting to be mustered out, so it 
will probably be a month at least before 
‘we are sent home. Weare camped right 
on the sea, shore anid the weather is hard 
on the boys, as it is quite cold to what 
we have been having. It has been dis- 
agreeable most of the time since we 
have been here, as it rains the greater 
part of the time. We have guard 
mount but no drills. 

We have moved a couple of times, as 
usual, but have finally located. The en- 
gineers of the 3lst are the only ones 
on the island. While they were loading 
some of the stuff from the boats onto 
the lighter, the lighter began to sink. 
We had a big time for awhile. It was 
raining hard and most of the boys got 
soaked. All Company G had left from 
its issue ‘was a box of soalp.
